Access to the pharmacy in the absence of the pharmacist;
Transfers of drugs between facilities and correctional pharmacies;
Transfers of prescription drug orders between correctional pharmacies;
Delivery of drugs;

Notification when a drug or device is not available;

Drug destruction within the pharmacy;
